The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest, inter alia, the step of administering a substance by 
delivering a bolus of the substance intradermally via a needle inserted into the patient's 
skin so that the needle penetrates the intradermal compartment wherein the needle's 
outlet depth and exposed height of the outlet are located within the intradermal 
compartment , wherein the outlet has an exposed height of about 0 to 1 mm , so that the 
substance is delivered into the intradernal compartment and distributed svstemicallv 
exhibiting a higher Cmax and a shorter Tmax of the substance , by comparison with 
subcutaneous administration of the substance at an identical dose and rate of delivery.
